The Navy Department issued this 


Statement: 

“The German 
Cormoran, was blown up in the har- 
bor of Apra, Island of Guam, today, 
by her crew, sinking it. One warrant 
officer and one enlisted man are dead, 
one warrant officer and four enlist- 
ed men are missing, 20 officers, 12 
warrant officers and 321 enlisted men 
have been made prisoners. 

“On Oct, 28, 1914, the 35-foot cuttér 
called the ‘Ocean Comber,’ entered 
the harbor of Apra, in charge of Lieut. 
von Elpons of the Imperial German 
navy. The boat and party: of three 
officers and four natives of New 
Guinea had been at sea for a long 
time, having left S. M. S. ‘Cormoran’ 
for the purpose of sending a cable 
to San Francisco for supplies. The 
date of the cipher was Oct. 1, and the 
location of the Cormofan was not 


auxiliary cruiser 


'disclosed. Permission was not grant- 


ed to send the cablegram and the of- 
ficers and men were interned. 

“On Dec. 14, 1914, the German 
auxiliary cruiser Cormoran appeared 
off the harbor of Apra, and sent a 
radio asking permission to enter for 
coal and provisions. She was allowed 
to enter and the commander to visit 
the Governor. 

“Commanding offieer *+uckschwerdt 
stated that he had just come from the 
South Seas, and was short of coal, 
had only about 50 tons on board and 
requested 1500 tons of coal and pro- 
visions to reach his nearest home port 
in German East Africa. The Gov- 
ernor replied that he cvwuld furnish 
only 200 tons of coal and 30 days’ 
provisions only could be spared; the 
commanding officer was given the 
alternative of departing within 24 
hours or being interned. 

“On Dec. 15, 1914, at 10 a. m., the 
commanding officer decided to re- 
main in port and the ship and its 
personnel were interned. 

“The following were on board: 
officers, one midshipman, 11 deck of- 
ficers, 807 petty officers and men, 
four Chinese and 29 South Sea na- 
tives.”’ 

Internment of the Cormoran at Guam 
has been the cause of continual conflict 
and disagreabie incidents between the 
American naval officers in charge of 
the isiands and the German crew. 

On several occasions former German 
Ambassador Bernstorff appealed to the 
State Department on behalf of the Cor- 
moran’s officers and crew to have the 
vessel transferred to San Francisco. 
Each time the Navy Department re- 
fused. 

The Cormoran was chased into Guam 
by Japanese warships soon after the 
declaration of war between Japan and 
Germany. The ship had exhausted her 
fuel supply raiding commerce and was 
compelled to burn her woodwork struc- 
ture to make steam under which. she 
reached that port. 


The Cormcran was formerly a stear.- 
er in the Russian fleet, was captured 
early in the morning of Aug. 3 by 8S. M 
5S. Emden, and was formally put in 
service as a German auxiliary cruiser. 
Her name befcre capture was the 
Rjaesan’. During peace, she was in the 
Passenger trade between Shanghai and 
Viadivostock, She is a new, sneedy 
ship, bullt at the German. works at 
Schichau. She was taken to Tsing Tao 
and was overhauled and could do bet- 
ter than 17 knots. She was equippel 
with guns, manned by a German crew. 
} The old German gunboat Cormoran was 
being dismantled at Tsing Tao and the 
captain and most of her crew werc 
transferred to the uewly converted aux- 
iiiary cruiser.

Building Commissioner to Be- 
come Public Safety Director; 
Fill Both Positions. 


Mayor Kiel today made it known that 
Ke is about to remove Fire Chief Hen- 
derson, “in the interest of harmony in 
the department.” This announcement 
followed quickly the visit of 40 business 
men to Mayor Kiel yesterday afternoon 
to protest against Henderson's remov- 
al. The delegation handed to the May- 
or a petition with 500 signatures, de- 
manding that Henderson be retained. 

In announcing that Henderson was to 
be superseded, the Mayor said he would 
offer the position of Fire Chief to Dt- 
rector of Public Safety Swingley, if 
Swingley would accept it. Swingley for 
many years was fire chief. 

McKelvey to Be Promoted. 

Whether or not Swingley accepts the 
chief's job, he is to be superseded, as 
the Mayor made it kypown that he is 
about te appoint Building Commission- 
er McKelvey as Director of Public Safe- 
ty. 

McKelvey is one of the Mayor’s closest 
political henchmen. In his present posi- 
tion his salary is $5000 a year. As Di- 
rector of Public Safety he would re- 
ceive $8000 a vear and would be in di- 
rect control of the fire department and 
other important branches of the city 
government. 

It is Mayor Kiel’s intention to make 
no appointment of a successor to Mc- 
Kelvey as Building Commissioner. He 
says McKelvey can perform ¢he duties 
of that position while Director of Pub- 
lic Safety, thus saving $5000 a year to 
the city treasury. 

Director Swingley today said to re- 
porters that he had not decided wheth?r 
he would accept an appointment as lire 
Chief, but he was inclined to think he 
could not. The change would invuive a 
reduction in his salary from #8v'% 10 
$4000 a year. 

Henderson Denies Any Discord. 

Chief Henderson said: “If May... hkKiel 
thinks it best in the interest of his «ad- 
ministration and the city te depuse ine 
as Chief, in face of the recora T have 
made, I will gracefully accept dismissa’. 
But I would like to have it understood 
that, so far as I know, there is perfect 
harmony throughout the Fire Wepart- 
ment.”’ 

Henderson, at the time of his pro- 
motion to Chief, four years ago was 
secretary to Chief Swingley. Before 
that he had served in various capaci- 
ties in the department and had risen 
to the rank of Lieutenant. 

Shortly after he became Chief, he 
issued stringent rules for the conduct 
and government of the department 
and he was vigilant in seeing that 
these rules were enforced. 

One of his favorite methods of ob- 
servation was to make unannounced 
visits late at night to engine houses 
in all parts of the city to satisfy him- 
self the rules were being kept. 

Originator of Firemen’s Show. 

Henderson published a paper in the 
interest of fire prevention and had mov- 
ing pictures prepared for public exhibi- 
tion showing how carelessness ‘might 
cause fires. He was the originator of 
a ‘‘firemen’s show’’ which was given 
in a park in South St. Louis about a 
year ago. 

After the Christian Brothers’ College 
fire in which six lives were lost, his 
conduct in directing the work of the 
firemen was inquired into by a Coroner’s 
jury and by the Board of Aldermen. 
Both exonerated him of all blame for 
the disaster.

Pending a decision by Congress on 
the methods to be employed in raising 
the army, a detailed scheme for ap- 
pointment of new general officers and 
getting highly efficient soldiers In com- 
mand of each regiment cannot be 
worked out. The basis for this work, 
however, already has been established 
by staff action. 

Selection of Generals. 

Wide latitude has been left to the 
President in the selection of Generals 
under the staff plan. They may be ap- 
pointed from any part of the forces to 
be raised or from civil life. Up to and 
including the grade of Colonel, however, 
it is desired by the military officials 
that men who have had recent experi- 
ence in handling troops shall be selected. 
So ‘far as possible, it is proposed to se- 
leet regular army officers to head all 
new regiments. 

With 32 Infantry and four cavalry di- 
visions to be organized there would be 
at least 36 Major-Generals and three 
times that number of Brigadiers to be 
selected and commissioned, with Col- 
onels and Majors in proportion. 

The grade of ajor is the highest 
provided for reserve officers and that 
of Captain for the provisional list of 
enlisted men. 

The creation of, 16 training centers 
would provide for two infantry divis- 
ions at each post. Presumably the cen- 
ters of the four cavalry divisions would 
be somewhere in the region of the Mex!i- 
can border so that this mounted force 
can take over the border patrol work to 
a large extent, relieving the majority of 
the 66,000 regulars now assembled there. 

With the calling out of the first 500,- 
000 of the new army, provision would be 
made for a new complete division at 
each training center, the forces already 
there supplying the instructors so that 
the half milllon young men could be 
absorbed into the army structure with 
little delay. 

No further steps toward calling out 
the national guard will be taken until 
Congréss has acted. It is pr posed to 
draft the entire guard into the Federal 
service instead of summoning them un- 
der their dual allegiance organizations. 
This can be done only with the author- 
ity of Congress. When that has been 
granted, eveh the 60,000 guardsmen now 
in the Federal service on police duty 
will be drafted fermally so as to do 
away with any possibility of dual au- 
thority over them or restriction on their 
use.

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FULL TEXT OF U.s. 
WAR MESSAGE 19 
PRINTED IN BERLIN 


Foreign Office Declares No Of- 
ficial Reply Will Be Made to 
Wilson’s Address. 


“A CRAFTY DOCUMENT” 


Newspapers of German Capital 
Continue to Bitterly Assail 
Wilson. 


BERLIN, Via WLondon, Apri} 7.—The 
complete text of President Wilson's mes- 
sage has arrived by wireless, taking al- 
most a whole day in transmission be- 
cause of static troubles. It is printed 
in the morning papers, differing im- 
raterially from the London version, 

After a careful study, the Foreign Uf- 
fice declared there will be no official 
reply. 

In their Friday morning editions the 
Berlin Vossiscne Zeitung and the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt prints the full text of 
President Wilson's address. The ad- 
dress is also printed in part by the 
Deutsehes Tages Zeitung. 

In connection with its re-publication 
of a part of the text of the President's 
speech, the Tages Zeitung returns to 
complaining of President Wiilson’s mis- 
representing ‘‘the submarine warfare 
and of his attempts to cause a split 
between the German peopl and its 
military leaders.” 

“4 Crafty Documvcnt.” 

“Beholding this crafty document,’’ it 
continues, “‘wio will still believe Presi- 
dent Wilson is a dreamy philosopher? 

In a discoursive article on ‘monk&rehy 
versus democracy,’’ the Kreuz Zeitung 
declares the German, and especially 
the Prussian people, were always es- 
sentially monarchical and it sees the 
sole salvation of the nation in the con- 
tinuance of that system. The short- 
sighted democracy at home, it says, 
is blind to the signs of the times and 
to the question: “What is the need 
of our time?’ 

The newspaper gives the answer that 
‘today in this war the foundations of 
power must be laid down for a future 
greater Germany, strong enough to 
withstand the gigantic pressure of Great 
Britain, Russia and the United States. 
This may be our last opportunity.’’ 
it adds. “May the monarchy again suc- 
ceed in finding the right way to Ger- 
many’s greatness.’’ 

President Is Assaliled. 

Commenting on the Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung’s semi-ofifcial state- 
ment regarding the address in which it 
was declared President Wilson was try- 
ing to “loosen the bonds between the 
people and princes of Germany,” 80 
that the country might “become on 
easier prey’’ for its enemies, the Lokal) 
Angeiger says: 

“It is peculiar that it is Mr. Wilson 
who would bring us freedom—thc same 
man whom the American Constitution 
gives autocratic power and who has 
craftily driven the peaceful American 
nation into war. Circumstances have 
driven him further than he wanted to 
go, because in his vain obstinacy he 
refused to yield while there was yet 
time. Let him now look to himself. 
The German people who rejected him 
as a peace broker certainly want none 
of him as a champion ef liberty.” 


President's Measage Hyporritical, Maj, 
Moraht Says. 
TERDAM, via London, April 7.— 
Moraht in the Deutsche Tages 
Zeitung, writes an abusive article on 
what he calls President Wilson's at- 
tempt to provoke Austro-German dis- 
sensione over the submarine war. He 
calls the Presidént’s 
other things, hideously hypocritical, un- 
principled and untruthful. “People like 
Witson,’’ he said, 
ed by sheer force.” 


Maj. Moraht is uncertain as to whether

By implication the political specia!l- 
ists see an Imperial promise to the 
German people to begin at the earliest 
possible moment with the work of in- 
ternal political reform and in disciaim- 
ing autocracy and specifically pro- 
claiming a “peuple’s kingdom of the 
Hohenzollerns,’’ there is seen more than 
a hint that the néw oricntation will 
be applied in the first instance to Prus- 
sia, including the abolition of thre 
Class Prussian electoral system. 

The Social Democratic and Liberal 
elements in Germany are jubilant over 
this guarded statement ae to just 
where the Kaiser stands on the ques- 
tion of Germany's future form of gov: 
ernment. 

It clinches their victory in the politi-

“Clearly and unequivocally the will 
of the Kaiser,’’ says the Vossische Zei- 
tung, ‘not only to maintain but to 
strengthen the bonds between ruler and 
people, comes the expression. 

“Out of his.words there speaks none 
of that fear which those parties who 
allege they are the sole supports of the 
throne have constantly expressed, that 
aetive participation of the German na- 
tion in the guidance of its destinies 
would signify a weakening of the 
crown.

Beans Now Rank With | 
Filet Mignon on Menus 


OF ENTRY INTO WAR 4 


Disappear Entirely From Cheap Lunch Rooms 
and Take Place in High-Priced Places— 
Butter, Eggs and Meats Going Higher. 


Wish Expressed. for Concord 
Within Newest Democracy So 
It May Reap Greatest Benefit. 


Pork and beans-no longer i8 a sta- 
ple article on the lunch room bill of 
fare. It has evén been taken off the 


card in many. medium-priced restau- 
rants, while in the gilded cafes it has 
now taken its place among the high- 
priced entries in the same class with 
pate de foie gras and filet mignon. 

Formerly one of the cheapest arti- 
cles of diet, the navy bean is now one 
of the most expensive Its rise in 
price, St. Louis commission men say, 
is typical of the trend of all food- 
stuffs in these days of universal war. 

They say there is no reason to hope 
that prices will be lower, but rather 
they believe still higher levels will be 
reached in the next few months. 

$8 a Bushel, Now. 

Practically all of the navy beans 
which reach St. Louis are shipped 
here from Michigan. For consign- 
ments received yesterday St. Louis 
commission men paid $8.10 to $8.25 a 
bushel. This means that the consum- 
er must pay at least $9 a bushel. Just 
tefore the European war started in 
August, 1914, navy beons were sell- 
ing at $2.25 to $2.80 a bushel in th» 
St. Louis market. This was consid- 
ered to be a very high price. Before 
the end of the European war's first 
year the price had advanced to $3 a 
bushel and it has been mounting- 
steadily since then. 


In May and June, 1897, the market quo- 
tation on beans in St. Louis was 60 


cents a bushel. 


As has been the case with all other 
food commodities{ commission men say, 
the advance in the price of beans has in 
a large measure been due to the im- 
mensely increased export demand as a 
result of the war. The allies have been 
buying heavily since the beginning of 
the conflict. They have been willing to 
pay good prices in cash and this natur- 
ally has had the effect of decremsing 
the supply for home consumption. 

A general crop shortage last year also 
tended to keep prices at a high level. 
Michigan bean growers have notified 
Et. Louis commission men that their 
stocks are now exhausted and they have 
barely enough on hand for seeding pur- 
poses. 

Butter Also Higher. 

The average wholesale price of butter 
last year was 28% cents a pound. The 
present quotation is 43 cents. In July, 
1914, just before the opening of the war, 
the top price was 27 cents. Cream 
cheese, which before the war sold at 
12 to 13 cents a pound is now 234% cents.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Official an-

One Is Developed in Natur- 
" alistic Way and Other 
Combines First With For- 


and a Vegetable Bed. 


By JOHN NOYES 
Landscape Designer to the Missouri 
oBtanical Gardens (Shaw's Gardeh). 


HE February (1917) Bulletin of the 
Missouri Botanical Garden con- 
tains an article and plans of four 

back-yard gardens of approximately 30 
feet, by 60 feet, and deals with the gen- 
eral treatment on the typical small ‘lot 
of about 30x125 feet for the two-family 
house. This article deals with the pos, 
sibilities on the slightly larger lot of 
50x150 feet, with a single-family house. 
The accompanying plans show twe pos- 
sible treatments: Lot No. 1 developed in 
a naturalistic way, and lot No. 2 with a 
combination of a naturalistic garden, a 
simple formal garden for perennials and 
a vegetable garden. 

Both of these lots receive a similar 
treatment in the front yard. It is as- 
sumed that the grade of the building 
is only a few feet above that of the 
sidewalk, eliminating the necessity of a 
steep slope, and steps next the sidewalk. 

Trellis Fences at Sides. 

It also is assumed that the first floor 
of the house is only a few feet above 
the adjacent grade of the lot. For the 
best appearance of the:street as a whole 
the grade of the front yards of the vari- 
ous lots should blend into each other, 
and the planting be restricted to the 
base of the house, with an occasional 
single tree, hedges, fencé, etc., on the 
lot line being eliminated. 

At the side and rear, trellis-fences, for 
the support of vines, are substituted for 
the ugly, makeshift sort of fénce usual- 
ly found. The service walk is placed im- 
mediately on the boundary line and 
the house against this, thus throwing all 
of the spare side space on one side. 
It is assumed that clothes for drying 
will be hung on a clothes reel whi¢h 
may be located on the rear lawn and 
removed when not in use. Ash pits, 
the garage and other service structures 
are not shown though in actual practice 
could easily be provided for. 


Lot No. 1 in Three Parts.

PARKER HOUSE ROLLS.—tThe ingre- 
dients are 2 cups of scalded milk, 3 ta- 
blespoons of butter, 2 tablespoons of 
sugar, 1 teaspoon of salt, 1 yeast cake 
dissolved in 14 cup of lukewarm water 
flour. Add butter, sugar and salt to 
milk, and let cook until lukewarm. Then 
add dissolved yeast cake and 3 cups of 
flour. Beat well, cover and let rise un- 
til light; then cut it down and add 
enough more flour to knead. (This will 
probably be about 2% cups.) Let it rise 
again, toss on a slightly floured board, 
Knead again, pat and roll out until ‘+ is 
about 1-3 of an inch in thickness. Cut 
eut the rolls with a _ biscuit cutter, 
dipped in flour. Dip the handle of a 
case knife in flour, and with it make a 
crease through the middle of each: ptete.

trees, shrubs and perennials, have 
proved hardy in St. Louis. The shrub- 
bery groups contain from one to six or 
seven plants, the perennial groups from 
five to twelve or more. Large shrubs 
are kept in the background and the 
plantation graded down to a low height 
on the lawn side, so far as is possible 
in narrow plantations. 


The planting plan is suggestive onlv 


and might be varied to suit the individ 


val taste. The solid outside border line 
is the actual sod edge of the plantings 
The dotted lines are approximate di- 
viding lines of the different groups cf 
plants. In order to make the plans 
clearer the foliage lines indicating the 
spread of the various trees are left out 
and simply the location of the trunk is 
shown by the solid black circle. Except 
the snowballs which are referred to®byv 
the number. 14, ali 
written in the area they are to occupy. 
All trees, perennials and aquatic plants 
are referred to by a key number. On 
hoth. houses, self-clinging vines, prefer- 
ably Engiemann’s ivy or the Euonymus 
radicans vegeta, should be planted abovt 
six feet apart. On the trellis fences such 
vines as wistaria, climatis, trumpet vine, 
akebia, etc., should be used. With na 
little study and reference to the graphic 
scale, these plans will be easily under 
stood. 
Lot No. 2 Is Formal Garden. 

On lot 2 the formal garden is fenced 
with a hecge of Japanese Barberry and 
walled in with Regel’s privet, not 
trimmed, but aliowed to grow to its nat- 
ural shape and size of about six feet. 
The perennials used would present a 
good succession of bloom. The arbor 


‘should be planted witha good flowering 


vine, one of the climbing roses such as 
Crimson Rambler, cr, perhaps, wistaria 
or clematis. The center panel may be 
in turf or may be paved with stone flag- 
ging or stepping stones. The naturalis- 
tic gardeh is similar to lot 1 in treat- 
ment with border plantings: of shrijvs 
and perennia's, but the specimen trees 
used are all fruit trees. The arch at 
the entrance of the vegetable earden 
would be very effective in a climbing 
rose, Dorcthy Perkins for example, o7 
in Clematis. Grapes might be planted 
cn the tre!lis fence in this portion or it 
might -be devoted to flowering vines as 
elsewhere. The choice of vegetables and 
dwarf fruits is left to the owner. 

As usually planted, the large growing 
shrubs are spaced five to six feet apart, 
medium shrubs three to four feet apart 
und small shrubs one and a ‘half to 
ven after the firsi 
year it is often desirable to rearrange 
an cccasional shrub and after -hree 921 
fcur years it may ve necessary to re- 
move a shrub here and there to prevent 
overcrowding. The same :s true of ths 
trees in the rear yard. When they 
get large it would be advisable to re- 
move a few to avoid an excess o° shade. 
The perennials should be spaced from 
eight inches to two feet apart depend- 
ing on their ultimate size. 

Both of these plans bring out the de- 
sirability of planning the house with 
the ground no matter what the size of 
the property, since it ‘s only by such 
planning that the best results will bs 
attained. Our homes and their grounds 
present opportunities, somfortable, dis- 
tinctive and beautiful, but litt'e appre- 
ciated. There are, of collrse, many pos- 
s’ble arrangements both more. simple 
und more elaborate than those suggest- 
ed here. :

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FW RANCD, April 6, via London, April 1%. 
—The news of the action of the United 


States Senate in voting for war with 
Germany reached the western battle 
line today and was hailed with cheers. 
Nowhere was the gratification greatér 
than along the section held by the Can- 
adians, with whom many thousands of 
Americans are serving. 

Many Canadian and British companies 
were busy today preparing signs to hold 
up over the trenches, telling the Ger- 
mans the tidings from Washington. 
This is the favorite plan of the Tom- 
mies to convey all sorts »* bad news tu 
their enemies across No Man's Land. 
German prisoners taken today had not 
heard of President Wilson’s address and 
knew only in @ vague way of the break- 
ing of diplomatic relations in February. 

“Get Rid of Your Kaiser.” 

Some of the trench signs which were 
prepared included a brief translation 
into German of the President’s state- 
ment that America was entering the 
lists against the German Government 
and mot against the German people. 
Others included the latest slogan: ‘“‘No 
peace with the Hohenzollerns,"” while 
still others read, “Get rid of your 
l<aiser.”’ é 

The British army as a whole has re- 
garded America as virtually in the war 
since the severance of ielations, the 
news of which was greeted as rhe best 
news which had reached the trenches 
for. months. It was said then that ac- 
tive participation was only a matter of 
time. The President's address was just 
reaching: the front trenches today in its 
er.tirety. The gist of tne speech had 
heen sent out by wireless .nd also by 
telegraph and telephone, ptt the soldiers 
generally preferred to wait for congres- 
sional action before spreading the news 
to ‘“‘¥ritz.’’ 

Demand for Old Papers. 

On their way back from the fygnt 
trenches today the trooans who had been 
reilleved eagerly bought 2-days- ld Lon- 
don papers from the French newsboy, in 
«crder to read the American news and 
the text of the President's speech. In

participation and an almost universal 
wish that the United States should be 
represented on the fighting line at the 
earliest moment, if only by a brigade or 
division. Mingled with the universal de- 
sire that the war should soopube ended 
was the generally expressed pe that it 
would last long enough to give the 
Americans a chance at the Germans. 

Apart from the purely military view 
the soldiers keenly appreciated the 
moral weight of America’s decision. 
Some of the British officers reiterated 
the view expressed to the correspondent 
when diplomatic relations were sevy- 
ered, that American participation might 
first consist of the sending of special 
-detachments, such as aviators, machine 
gun sections and batteries of artillery. 

While the Canadians are loath to lose 
the services of any of the thousands of 
Americans in t*eir ranks, it was stated 
at headquarters today that it was rea'- 
ized that, with an American force ir 
the field, many of these soldiers would 
desire to be released so as to serve un- 
der their own flag. Their long training 
and experience under battle conditions 
would prove an invaluable aid, it was 
conceded to an American expeditionary 
corps. Many of these men might also 
be available for return to America to 
help in training. It also is expected 
that America will ask that a large num 
bér of its officers be attached to the 
British army for observation and ex- 
perience under the actual cond‘tions of 
European warfare.

] PRESIDENT APPROVES. 


Hopes Present War Will End 
Need for Great Defensive 
Organization. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—In a state- 
ment approving the army plan present- 
ed to Congress by the War Department 
President Wilson said the hope of the 
world is that when the European war 
is over afrangements will have been 
made composing many of the questions 
which hitherto have seemed to require 
the arming of the nations. 

The President’s statement follows: 

‘The principle embodied in the légisia- 
tion presented by the War Department 
to the militafy committees of the Senate 
and House have tny entire approval, and 
its specific recommendations embody the 
best judgment of the officers of the 
War Department. 

“It proposes to raise the forces neces- 
sary to méet the present emefgency by 
bringing the regular army and the na- 
tional guard to war strength and by 
adding the additional forces which will 
now be needed. so that the national 
army will comprise three elements, the 
regular army, the national guard and 
the so-called additional forces, of which 
at first 600,000 aré to be authorized 
immediately and later increments of the 
same size as they may be neéded. 

“In order that all of these forces may 
comprise a single army, the term of 
enlistment in the three is equalized and 
will be for the period of the emergency. 

“The necessary men will be secured 
for the régular army and the national! 
guard by volunteering, as at present, 
until, in the judgment of the President, 
a resort to a seleetive draft is desir- 
able. The additional forces, however, | 
are to be raised from a selective draft 
from men ranging in age from 19 to 2 
vears. The quotas of several states in 
all of these forces will be in proportion 
to their population. 

“This legislation makes no attémpt to 
solve the question of a permanegt mill- 
tary policy for the country, chiéfly for 
the reason that in these anxious and 
disordered times a clear view cannot De 
had either 6f gur pérmanent military 
necessities or of the best mode of organ- 
izing a proper military peace establish- 
ment. The hope of the world is that 
when the European war is over arrange- 
ments will have been made composing 
many of the questions which’ hitherto 
have seemed to require the arming of 
the nations, and that in some ordered 
and just way the peace of the worlc 
may be maintained by Such co-opera- 
tions of foree among the great nations 
as may be necessary to maintain peace 
and freedom throughout the world.

~ RAILROADS FORM 
~ TERMINAL NUCLEUS 


Transfer Road, Acquired by 
Ordinance, Can Be Connected 
With Waterworks Line. 


St. Louls is now the owner of two 
railroads as the nucleus of municipal 
terminals in connection with the 
free bridge. The second of these 
roads—that operated by the St. Louis 
Transfer Railway Co.—is to be ac- 
quired under a bill passed yesterday 
by the Board of Aldermen. The act- 
ual conveyance of the title to the 
city may not be effected for a month, 
but the ownership is virtually vested 
in the city by the Aldermen’s action. 
Mayor Kiel has announced he will 
approve the bill. 

The other railroad owned an1 op- 
érated by the city is that extending 
from Bissell Point (Bast Grand ave- 
nue) to the Chain of Rocks. Both 
electric cars and steam locomotives 
are operated On this line, which hauls 
coal, lime, equipment ana supplies 
and material to the pumping stations 
at Baden and the Chain of Rocks, and 
transports passengers, including city 
employes, between those points. 

Gives Oity Twelve Miles of Roed. 

"The St. Loufs Transfer Railway 
runs along the levee and over its own 
right of way from Arsenal street to 


Bast Grand avenue, and can be con-. 


nected with the waterworks line. St. 
Louls then will have about 12 miles 
of railroad linking al! the principal 
roads entering St. Louls. 

The St. Louis Transfer Railway was 
ceded to the city by the Terminal 
Railroad Association as a compensa- 
tion for authority to use streets in 
the Ranken tract, where the associa- 
tion intends to estatlish passenger 
yards and team tracks. The road its 
valued at $600,000. The Terminal 
Association will continue to operate 
over the Transfer Railway, but will 
pay the city a rental of $30,000 a 
year. 

Long Centroversy Ended. 

Permission to lay tracks in the 
streets of the Ranken property was 
given in a bill which the Board of 
Aldermen passed yesterday after 
adopting the bill acquiring the 
Transfer Railway. President Aloe 
congratulated the board for termin- 
ating a controversy that. has contin- 
ued for the last eight or ten years. 
Opposition to the bills had virtually 
vanished yesterday, only two Alder- 
men—Bilers and Waller—voting 
against the acquisition of the transfer 
line. The vote for the bill giting the 
Tarminal Association the use of 
streets in the Ranken tract was un- 
animous.

-R. RICHARD CC, CABOT, whom 
[) two professions owe a great deal, 
having written several exten- 
sively used physicians’ text books and 
having called attention to the distinct 
fleld of the social worker has‘written a 
new book ‘‘A Layman’s Handbook of 
Medicine,’’ coupling the two professions 
and giving to social workers a better 
knowledge of the health side of thelr 
work. Dr. Cabot's work of establishing 
social service in the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital opened the way for simi- 
lar efforts all over this country and 
in some places in Europe. 
. Through this work has been estab- 
lished the closer relation between the 
physician and the social worker. Ofhe 
must have both if benefits are to be ac- 
complished. Every good physician is 
essentially a social worker and every 
good social worker must of neceéssity be 
interested in the problems of health and 
Lsanitation.. In an earlier book on social 
service and the art of healing, Dr. Ca- 
bot indicated the need of closer co- 
operation between social worker and 
physician and the results to be obtained, 
from such co-operation. In his latest 
book, “A Layman’s Handbook of Medi- 
cine’’ he makes possible a better under- 
standing of the problems of health on 
the part of social workers. 

The work is the result of a series of 
lectures delivered for social workers 
cn medical facts they need in connec- 
tion with tieir work. 

It should be in every American house- 
hold for it is not like the “home physi- 
cian’’ which book agents used to sell to 
our rural population but is a handbook 
written by a physician who knows what 
we need to know about ourselves and 
possible afflictions. It helps a person 
to understand, also, what his physician 
is trying to do when called upon in case 
of sickness. 

The book is written in the characteris- 
tic Cabot style, simple, comprehensive 
and interspersed with delightful humor. 
In many instances questions and an- 
swers are given which developed during 
the lectures. Some illustrations and an 
adequate index add to the value of this 
splendid volume. Every social service 
agency and every school should place a 
copy among its reference books. (Hough- 
ton, Mifflin Co.) | 
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“ITALY AND THE WAR.” 
| TALY’S part in the war is an attrac- 


tive subject for a book of popular 

character. Americans, sympathiz- 
ing with France and Belgium primarily, 
with England cecondarily and perhaps 
with Russia incidentally, have not yet 
fully appreciatod the motives which in- 
fluenced Italy’s great decision of two 
years ago. 

Jacques Bainville’s “Italy and the 
War’ is not the sort of book needed 
for this purpose, though it contains 
much matter which would be useful in 
preparing such a book. It seems to be 
written largely for European readers, 
and has too much of the small talk 
of European politics to make it read- 
able for. most Americans. Even the 
chapter telling of Italy’s great month— 
May, 1915—is written in jerky and di- 
gressive style, though it contains some 
stirring passages from Gabriele d’An- 
nunzio’s speeches. Daily newspaper dis- 
patches, pririted at the time, gave a 
better idea of the great spiritual and 
patriotic uprising of the Italian people 
than is given vy this writer. He seems 
to incline to materialistic view in 
some of the following expressions: 

“The war which Italy is waging is 
above all a war of expansion and con- 
quest. There is here, at the point of 
departure, a sensible difference between 
Italy and the allies. This difference in 
no wise affects their relations. It does 
not hamper the common work. But it 
would be a mistake to forget it.* * * 
At the same time, it must not be con- 
cluded that Italy remained indifferent 
to the atrocities which the civilized 
world has witnessed. Nothing could be 
more unjust; nothing could be more un- 
true. The fate of Belgium aroused 
public opinion to indignation. * * * 
Italy is far from being insensible to 
justice; but she objects to making jus- 
tice and equity the absolute masters of 
her policy. She is by no méans inca- 
pable of enthusiasm and generosity. But 
she does not care to be generous and to 
lose thereby. She strongly objects to 
sacrifice. * * ® 

“If there were questions, in a future 
congress, of organizing Europe in con- 
formity with the principle of national- 
ities, we may doubt whether Italy would 
find herself always and at all points in 
agreement with France and England, 
As far as the East is concerned, the 
Italians are scéptical of the virtuc of 
the principle of nationalities, and wou:d 
be inclined to regard it as a factor of 
disturbance rather than as a means of 
pacification. They do not believe that a 
formula has power to act like a magi- 
cian’s ring, an-1 to bring order out of 
chaos. A realist in war, the Italian is 
even more a realist in time of peace.” 

The author, a Frenchman, is said to 
have had long service as a_correspond- 
ent in Italy. Tiie book was written while 
Italy was still nominally at peace with 
Germany, although at war with Austria. 
(Doran.)

Df SOME SHORT sense oso 
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The trouble with most short stories 
these days is that they are written to 
the space requirements of the maga- 
zines. A story of 1000 words is consid- 
ered too short by most periodicals and 
one of 10,000 words too long. This results| 
usually in the padding for the average 
short story writer nowadays is not a 
Balzac or a De Maupassant and 1000 
words would be ample to tell what he 
bas to say. 

Charles Belmont Davis has had pub- 
lished a sheaf of stories called ‘Her 
Own Sort and Others,’’ which fllustrates 
the tendency of the times. Davis can 
write a short story and write it well 
and most of the narratives in his vol- 
ume are interesting in plot and well con- 
structed. There aretwo or three stories 
in the book, however, that are obvious- 
ly padded. One called “The Pleasure of 
fCying’’ could have been told by O. Hen- 
ry in 800 words without an effort. There 
ere other ways to obtain emphasis than 
by wearisome repetition, Mr. Davis. The 
title story, ‘“‘Her Own Sort,’ is another 
example in point. Before you get to the 
end of the narrative you are pretty apt 
to become highly indifferent to the de- 
nouement. 

However, Mr. Davis has a polished, 
fluent style of diction that will carry 
you across the desert spots aad the 
book is full of oases. (Scribner’s.) 


A STORY WITH SEVERAL LAUGHS. 


. J. Roth in “Too Muen Efficiency” 
has written a story that should be wel- 
comed in these days whea every hack 
writer and his brother are writing neavy 
tomes about the war, our lavk of pre- 
paredness, German conspi-acies and 
other subjects that are caiculated to 
plunge us into a patriotic gloom. 

Roth has written a brigii, entertain- 
ing and snappy story about an eff.cency 
expert who undertakes to tntroduce effi- 
ciency into an American household, It 
can’t be done, and even the FI. E. finds 
that out. 

There is nothing serious about the nar- 
rative and the situations are ludicrously 
impossible, but Roth has the gift of 
bright dialogue that keeps the interest 
at a high point of efficiency.

The man who can write a fiction story

TO FIGHT WILDE AGAIN 


American Flyweight Plans Trip 
to England This Summer, 
if Conditions Permit. 


Uncle:-Sam won't take Young Zulu 
Kid, flyweight boxer. Zulu is will- 
ing, but his physical dimensions are 
altogether out of line, he being con- 
siderably under five feet tall. 

Not being permitted to fight Ger- 


many, Joe Demelfi (Zulu’s real name), 
is preparing to fight Jimmy Wilde 
again, according to his own state- 
ment. If conditions permit of cross- 
ing the Atlantic with safety, Demelfi 
will carry out a contract which he 
says he holds calling for three fights 
abroad, one with Jimmy Wilde. 

Wilde himself, after being refused 
enlistment several times, was finally 
accepted by the authorities and ‘only 
a short time ago fought his first box- 
ing bout since joining the colors. He 
stopped an opponent, Private George 
Clark, in the fourth round, conced- 
ing a big weight advantage. Wilde, 
in fighting trim, weighs 98 pounds or 
close to that. For his bout with 
Clark he jumped on the scales wear- 
ing his cemplete khaki soldier outfit, 
puttees, nmiarching boots and all, and 
did not budge the beam. His oppon- 
ent was peeled down to his hide and 
socks. 

To show that boxing has lost none 
of its zest in England the largest at- 
tendance since the war first broke 
out in 1914 filled the National Sport- 
ing Club.

TO REPAIR SEIZED 


GERMAN VESSELS 


Ships Taken Over Primarily to 
Protect Them Were Damaged 
Before Crews Were Removed. 


USE NOT YET DECIDED ON 


If Confiscated German Owners 
Probably Will Be Paid for 
Them After War. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.-—All of the 
nearly 100 German merchant-ships seized 
in American ports will have to be dry- 
docked before they can be made sea- 
worthy. Bureau of Navigation officials 
‘minted to practical difficulties that will 


® delay repairs, in that the ships will fill 


the country’s erregcus for some time 
to come. 

The great Watertebe: with a tonnage 
of 54,000, is too large to enter any of the 
American drydocks, and will have to be 
towed to Balboa to be docked. The 
earliest time estimated to put any of 
the vessels into service is three months. 
Many of them cannot be repaired that 
soon. 

A final decision as to the disposition 
of the ships probably will be made with- 
in a few days. A brief statement issued 
by the Treasury Department says they 
are taken in charge primarily for the 
purpose of protecting them and other 
property. 

Ceuld Carry Troops. 

Officials say an “intelligent use’ will 
be made of the vessels, and that they 
either could be used as naval! auxiliaries 
or aS merchant ships. Fourteen of the 
largest and swiftest could carry 40,000 
troops, which is twice as many as could 
be transported by the entire available 
American merchant fleet. 

Some officials say the ships could not 
be taken over by the United States for- 
mally and put into service without an 
act of Congress. They also say there is 
& strong liklihood that if put into serv- 
lee they would be operated.-by the Ship- 
ring Board, which under the law is 
authorized to charter and operate ships. 

The entire American merchant fleet 
available can carry only about 20,000 
troops. The German ships are large im- 
migrant carriers, readily convertible into 
troop ships. The United States has only 
eight vessels of this kind. Bureat 
Navigation officials say that use of the 
German ships would add 200 per cent to 
this country’s ability to 
men in effective numbers in Europe. 

Total Tonnage 620,000. 

Most of the fast German liners are 
buflt as nayal auxiliaries, with gun plat- 
‘firms, reinforced decks and steering 
gear below the water line. 

The total of thetwaf, O Rinon® $a.u 
seized amounts to 620,000 gross tons. 
That tonnage could not be built in 
American yards in less than a year 
and some of the larger ships, notably 
the Vaterland, could not be produced 
in the United States in several years. 

Anxious to observe treaty obliga- 
_tions strictly, and move in accordance 
with ‘International law, officials will 
examine precédents carefully before 
deciding whether to confiscate the 
ships. Although in taking charge of 
the vessels, the Government's first 
purpose was to prevent their crews 
from destroying or further disaBling 
‘them. the fact that they have come 
under the protection of the American 
government gives them a status which 
injects new features into the problem 
of their disposition. 

This problem officials regard as 
largely one of policy. It is held that 
the Government has absolute treaty 
tights to make use of the ships 
though it is uncertain whether they 
ean be taken over without reimburs- 
ing the German owners. In some 
Guarters the position is taken that 
Bhips of a value equal to that of 
American vessels sunk by German 
submarines should be confiscated out- 
right, but that it would be best to 
pay for the others.

NO AMERICANS ABOARD 


Had Crew of Fifty and Sailed 
Under the Norwegian

NEW YORK, April 7.—The Belgian 
relief steamer Anna Fostenes, carrying 
$750,000 worth of grain to Rotterdam, has 
been sunk by a German submarine. The 
vessel carried no Americans. 

A cablegram received here by the Bel- 
gian Relief Commission announced the 
sirtiking of the ship, which left New York 
March 3, via Halifax. 

The message read: 

“Trevier and Anna Fostenes sunk off

+ The loss of the Trevier, a Belgian re-

and of the Feistein, also a relief ship, 
Presumably by a mine, was announced 
several days ago. In view of the coup- 
ling of the names of the Trevier and the 
Anna Fostenes in the latest message, 
the commission has cabled London for 
further information. The possibility was 
suggested by the commission that the 
message alluded to the Feistein, owing 
to the similarity of the names. 

The Anna Fostenes’ crew numbered 50 
men. She flew the Norwegian flag.
